On August 5,2015 The Honorable Judge Joseph Claps, in the case of The People of The State 
of Illinois v. Steven Brown. 14CR-17730, made findings regarding the credibility of Chicago Police 
Officer Wahbe Askar, Star# 8156 that may impact his credibility should he testify in court in the 
future. A copy of Judge Claps’ findings is attached to this memo 

Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland . 373 US 83 (1963), the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States, 405 U.S. 
150,154 (1972). Judge Claps’ findings regarding Officer Askar’s testimony could potentially be found 
to be the type of information required to be disclosed under Giglio . 


Given this possibility, if you or any of the assistants that you supervise have a case where 
Officer Askar is listed as a potential witness on our answer to discovery, Judge Claps’ finding is to be 
disclosed to the defense prior to trial. The MIS Department is doing a computer search to determine 
whether Officer Askar is a witness on any pending felony cases. Once I have the results of that search, 
I will forward them to each of you. Please don’t call MIS and have another list run. In addition, MIS 
has been instructed to flag Officer Askar’s name in CRIMES to alert AS As that a notice of disclosure 
is required in the case. Units that do not have a computer case management system will have to check 
their files to determine whether Officer Askar is a witness on any pending cases. 

If you or the assistants that you supervise have a case where Officer Askar is listed as a witness, 
please tender to the defense the attached Notice of Disclosure prior to trial. None of the ASAs that you 
supervise are to file the notice without your knowledge. An electronic copy of the notice will be sent to 
you. 


Also please remind your ASAs that the mere fact that this possible Giglio material is 
discoverable and has been tendered to the defense does not in and of itself mean that the defense can 
introduce the evidence at trial or cross-examine Officer Askar regarding the material. The ASAs 
should, in the appropriate cases, file all necessary motions to seek a judicial determination as to 
whether this information is Giglio material and, if so, whether the material is relevant and admissible at 
any trial or hearing where Officer Askar is going to be called as a witness. 

In general, the case law in this area is, of course, set out in United States v. Brady , 373 U.S. 83 
(1963) and Giglio v. United States , 405 U.S. 150 (1972). The timing of disclosure is governed by 
Weatherford v. Bursey , 429 U.S. 545 (1997). What needs to be disclosed is discussed in United States 
v. Agurs ,427U.S. 97 ( 19761: United States v. Diaz , 922 F.2d (2 nd Cir. 1990); United States v. Veras, 
51 F.3d 1365 (7 th Cir. 1995) and United States v. Kiszewski. 877 F.2d210 (2 nd Cir. 1989). Limiting 
the use of this type of information is discussed in People v. Driskell . 213 IU.App.3d 196 (4 th Dist. 
1991) and People v. Fonza . 217 Ill.App.3d 883, 892 (1st Dist. 1991).

On August 19,2010 Judge Michael Brown, in the case of T he People of the State of Illinois w 
Slawomir Plewa, Case No. 08CR-19286, made specific findings that Chicago Police Officers 
Slawomir Plewa, Star No. 14604 and Gerald Lodwich, Star No. 6958 lied and gave false testimony 
in the Plewa case as well as lied and gave false testimony in the case of The People of the State of 
Illinois v. Sylwia Marcinczyk , Case No. 07CR-8869. 

In his findings in the Plewa case, Judge Brown also stated that Chicago Police Officer Robert 
Jackson, Star No. 15556 lied and gave false testimony in the Marcinczyk case. In the Plewa case, 
Judge Brown acquitted Officer Plewa of the offenses of Perjury, Official Misconduct and 




Obstruction of Justice for conduct arising out of the Marcinczyk case. In doing so Judge Brown 
made the specific findings regarding Officers Plewa, Lodwich and Jackson. 


Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland . 373 US 83 (1963) the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States , 405 
U.S. 150, 154(1972). 

In light of the existing case law, Judge Brown’s findings regarding the officers are Gi glio 
material as “impeachment of a witness can make the difference between acquittal and 
conviction...where credibility is the central issue in the case and the evidence presented at trial 
consists of opposing stories presented by the defendant and government agents.” United States v. 
Kiszewski , 877 F.2d 210, 216 (2 nd Cir. 1985). 

I have attached a Notice of Disclosure, as well the transcript of Judge Brown’s findings that is 
to be filed with the court and tendered to the defense in all cases where any of the three officers are 
going to be called as witnesses. A copy of the transcript where Judge Brown made his findings is 
attached to the Notice of Disclosure.

On February 6,2012 Judge Noreen V. Love, in the case of T he People of the State of Dlinois 
v. Stephen B. Lewis , Case No. 1 ICR-21047, made a specific finding that Forest Park Police Sgt. 
Steve Zanoni, Star No. 113, intentionally made a false statement in front of the grand jury while 
testifying in In re: People vs. Stephen B. Lewis , Grand Jury No. 358 of December 2011. 

Pursuant to Bradvv. Maryland, 373 US 83 (1963) the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States , 405 
U.S. 150, 154 (1972). 



In light of the existing case law, Judge Love’s finding regarding Sgt. Zanoni is Giglio material 
as “impeachment of a witness can make the difference between acquittal and conviction.. .where 
credibility is the central issue in the case and the evidence presented at trial consists of opposing 
stories presented by the defendant and government agents.” United States v. Kiszewski 877 F.2d 
210, 216 (2 nd Cir. 1985). 

I have attached a Notice of Disclosure, as well the transcript of Judge Love’s findings that is 
to be filed with the court and tendered to the defense in all cases where Sgt. Zanoni is going to be 
called as witnesses.

The Police Board’s findings fall squarely under the type of 
disclosure required under Giglio -

On February 16,2016 The Honorable Judge Steven Watkins, in the case of The People of Thg 
State of Illinois v. Stephon Mack , 15MC1-218194, made findings regarding the credibility of 
Chicago Police Officer Damon Balesteri, Star# 7510 that may impact his credibility should he testify 
in court in the future. A copy of Judge Watkins’ findings is attached to this memo. 

Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland, 373 US 83 (1963), the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States , 405 U.S. 
150,154(1972). Judge Watkins’ findings regarding Officer Balesteri’s testimony could potentially

be found to be the type of information required to be disclosed under Giglio. 

Given this possibility, if you or any of the assistants that you supervise have a case wheie 
Officer Balesteri is listed as a potential witness on our answer to discovery, Judge Watkins’ finding 
is to be disclosed to the defense prior to trial. The MIS Department is doing a computer search to 
determine whether Officer Balesteri is a witness on any pending felony cases. Once I have the results 
of that search, I will forward them to each of you. Please don’t call MIS and have another list run. In 
addition, MIS has been instructed to flag Officer Balesteri’s name in CRIMES to alert ASAs that a 
notice of disclosure is required in the case.

Also please remind your ASAs that the mere fact that this possible Giglio material is 
discoverable and has been tendered to the defense does not in and of itself mean that the defense can 
introduce the evidence at trial or cross-examine Officer Balesteri regarding the material. The ASAs 
should, in the appropriate cases, file all necessary motions to seek a judicial determination as to 
whether this information is Giglio material and, if so, whether the material is relevant and admissible 
at any trial or hearing where Officer Balesteri is going to be called as a witness. 

In general, the case law in this area is, of course, set out in United States v. Brad y, 373 U.S. 8 j 
(1963) and Giglio v. United States . 405 U.S. 150 (1972). The timing of disclosure is governed by 
Weatherford v Bursev, 429 U.S. 545 (1997). What needs to be disclosed is discussed in United 
States wAgurs , 427 U.S. 97 (1976); United States v. Djaz , 922 F.2d (2 nd Cir. 1990); United State sw 
Veras . 51 F.3d 1365 (7 th Cir. 1995) and United States v. Kiszewski , 877 F.2d 210 (2 n Cir. 1989). 
Limiting the use of this type of information is discussed in People v. DriskeU, 213 Hl.App.3d 196 (4 1 
Dist. 1991) and People v. Fonza , 217 Ill.App.3d 883, 892 (1st Dist. 1991).

The Honorable Judge James Obbish, in the case of The People of The State of Illinois v. 
Princeton Williamson. 14CR-1872, has made findings regarding the credibility of Chicago Police 
Sergeant Brian Johnson, Star No. 1306 which impact his credibility should he testify in court in the 
future. 


Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland , 373 US 83 (1963), the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States , 405 U.S. 
150,154(1972). 



In light of the existing case law, Judge Obbish’s findings regarding Sergeant Johnson are 
Giglio material as “impeachment of a witness can make the difference between acquittal and 
conviction.. .where credibility is the central issue in the case and the evidence presented at trial 
consists of opposing stories presented by the defendant and government agents.’ United States jv. 
KiszewskL 877 F.2d 210, 216 (2 nd Cir. 1985). 

I have attached a Notice of Disclosure, as well the transcript of Judge Obbish’s findings that is 
to be filed with the court and tendered to the defense in all cases where Sergeant Johnson is going to 
be called as witnesses. The MIS Department has run a search to determine whether Sergeant Johnson 
is a witness on any pending cases and the results of that search are attached. Please note that prior to 
being promoted to Sergeant; Sergeant Johnson was a detective with a star number of 20948. Units 
without an automated case management system will have to search their files to determine whether 
Sergeant Johnson is a witness on any pending case. In addition, cases in CRIMES where Sergeant 
Johnson has been listed as a participant will be flagged in order to remind the AS As of the need to 
make this disclosure. 

Also please remind your AS As that the mere fact that this Giglio material is discoverable and 
has been tendered to the defense does not in and of itself mean that the defense can introduce the 
evidence at trial or cross-examine Sergeant Johnson on the material. The ASAs should, in the 
appropriate cases, file all necessary motions to preclude the use of the Giglio material at trial. 

The case law in this area is, of course, set out in United States v. Brady , 373 U.S. 83 (1963) 
and Giglio v. United States . 405 U.S. 150 (1972). The timing of disclosure is governed by 
Weatherford v. Bursey , 429 U.S. 545 (1997). What needs to be disclosed is discussed in United 
States v. Agurs . 427 U.S. 97 (1976); United States v. Diaz , 922 F.2d (2 nd Cir. 1990); United States^ 
Veras . 51 F.3d 1365 (7 th Cir. 1995) and United States v. Kiszewski , 877 F.2d 210 (2 nd Cir. 1989). 
Limiting the use of this type of information is discussed in People v. Driskell , 213 Ill.App.3d 196 (4 l 1 
Dist. 1991) and People v. Fonza , 217 Ill.App.3d 883, 892 (1st Dist. 1991).

On March 23,2016 The Honorable Judge Thaddeus Wilson, in the case of The People of the 
State of Illinois v. Joshua Perez , 14CR-12117, made an adverse credibility finding regarding the 
testimony of Chicago Police Sgt. Corey Petracco, Star# 2545. At the time of the finding, Officer 
Petracco’s Star# was 18314. A copy of Judge Wilson’s findings is attached to this memo. 

Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland , 373 US 83 (1963), the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States. 405 U.S. 
150,154 (1972). Judge Wilson’s finding regarding Officer Petracco’s testimony could potentially be 



found to be the type of information required to be disclosed under Giglio . 


Given this possibility, if you or any of the assistants that you supervise have a case where 
Officer Petracco is listed as a potential witness on our answer to discovery, Judge Wilson’s finding is 
to be disclosed to the defense prior to trial. The MIS Department is doing a computer search to 
determine whether Officer Petracco is a witness on any pending felony cases. Once I have the results 
of that search, I will forward them to each of you. Please don’t call MIS and have another list run. In 
addition, MIS has been instructed to flag Officer Petracco’s name in CRIMES in order to alert ASAs 
that a notice of disclosure is required in the case. Units that do not have a computer case 
management system will have to check their files to determine whether Officer Petracco is a witness 
on any pending cases. 

If you or the assistants that you supervise have a case where Officer Petracco is listed as a 
witness and it is intended to call him as a witness at trial, please tender to the defense the attached 
Notice of Disclosure prior to trial. None of the ASAs that you supervise are to file the notice without 
your knowledge. An electronic copy of the notice will be sent to you. 

Also please remind your ASAs that the mere fact that this possible Giglio material is 
discoverable and has been tendered to the defense does not in and of itself mean that the defense can 
introduce the evidence at trial or cross-examine Officer Petracco regarding the material. The ASAs 
should, in the appropriate cases, file all necessary motions to seek a judicial determination as to 
whether this information is Giglio material and, if so, whether the material is relevant and admissible 
at any trial or hearing where Officer Petracco is going to be called as a witness. 

In general, the case law in this area is, of course, set out in United States v. Brady, 373 U.S. 83 
(1963) and Giglio v. United States , 405 U.S. 150 (1972). The timing of disclosure is governed by 
Weatherford v. Burscy . 429 U.S. 545 (1997). What needs to be disclosed is discussed in United 
States v. Agurs. 427 U.S. 97 (1976); United States v. Diaz. 922 F.2d (2 nd Cir. 1990); United States v. 
Veras . 51 F.3d 1365 (7 th Cir. 1995) and United States v. Kiszewski. 877 F.2d 210 (2 nd Cir. 1989). 
Limiting the use of this type of information is discussed in Illinois Rule of Evidence 608 as well as in 
People v.Driskelh 213 Ill.App.3d 196 (4 th Dist. 199D and People v. Fonza . 217 Ill.App.3d 883,892 
(1st Dist. 1991).

On January 16, 2008, The Honorable Judge James F. Holderman, in the case of Coffie v. 
Korhonen and Lodwich , 05 C 6745,2008 U.S. Dist. LEXIS 3286 (N.D. Ill. 2008) made an adverse 
credibility finding regarding the testimony of Chicago Police Officers Scott Korhonen, Star# 2826 
and Gerald Lodwich, Star # 6958. A copy of Judge Holderman’s findings is attached to this memo. 

Pursuant to Brady v. Maryland , 373 US 83 (1963), the prosecution’s disclosure of exculpatory 
information is part of the constitutional right to a fair trial. This duty of disclosure also includes 
evidence that may impeach the credibility of a prosecution witness. Giglio v. United States , 405 U.S. 
150, 154 (1972). Judge Holderman’s finding regarding Officers Korhonen’s and Lodwich’s 




testimony could potentially be found to be the type of information required to be disclosed under 
Giglio . 

Given this possibility, if you or any of the assistants that you supervise have a case where 
Officer Korhonen or Officer Lodwich is listed as a potential witness on our answer to discovery, 
Judge Holderman’s finding is to be disclosed to the defense prior to trial. The MIS Department is 
doing a computer search to determine whether either officer is a witness on any pending felony cases. 
Once I have the results of that search, I will forward them to each of you. Please don’t call MIS and 
have another list run. In addition, MIS has been instructed to flag Officers Korhonen’s and 
Lodwich’s names in CRIMES in order to alert ASAs that a notice of disclosure is required in the 
case. Units that do not have a computer case management system will have to check their files to 
determine whether either officer is a witness on any pending cases. 

If you or the assistants that you supervise have a case where Officer Korhonen or Officer 
Lodwich is listed as a witness and they are intending to call him as a witness at trial, please tender to 
the defense the attached Notice of Disclosure prior to trial. None of the ASAs that you supervise are 
to file the notice without your knowledge. An electronic copy of the notice will be sent to you. 

Also please remind your ASAs that the mere fact that this possible Giglio material is 
discoverable and has been tendered to the defense does not in and of itself mean that the defense can 
introduce the evidence at trial or cross-examine the officers regarding the material. The ASAs 
should, in the appropriate cases, file all necessary motions to seek a judicial determination as to 
whether this information is Giglio material and, if so, whether the material is relevant and admissible 
at any trial or hearing where either officer is going to be called as a witness. 

In general, the case law in this area is, of course, set out in United States v. Brady , 373 U.S. 83 
(1963) and Giglio v. United States, 405 U.S. 150 (1972). The timing of disclosure is governed by 
Weatherford v. Bursey , 429 U.S. 545 (1997). What needs to be disclosed is discussed in United 
States v. Agurs . 427 U.S. 97 (1976); United States v. Diaz. 922 F.2d (2 nd Cir. 1990); United States v. 
Veras . 51 F.3d 1365 (7 ,h Cir. 1995) and United States v. Kiszewski. 877 F.2d 210 (2 nd Cir. 1989). 
Limiting the use of this type of information is discussed in Illinois Rule of Evidence 608 as well as in 
People v. Driskell 213 Ill.App.3d 196 (4 th Dist. 1991) and People v. Fonza, 217 Ill.App.3d 883,892 
(1st Dist. 1991).
